Lord  Hillsboro  gave  him  a  life  lease  on  14  acres  of 
land;  was  an  auctioneer,  collected  toll  on  King’s  Highway;  was  mar¬ 
ried  twice,  first  to  Mary  Campbell,  a  Scotch  Presbyterian  lady,  red 
haired,  by  whom  he  had  two  sons  and  two  daughters.  Of  his  second 
wife  and  four  daughters  we  have  no  history.

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131,  Ilujrli  Murphy,  son  of  John  ami  Mary  Murphy,  nee  Camp¬ 
bell,  Iku  ii  March  5,  1 7 o ( j  (by  O'llart  1748)  as  near  as  writer  knows, 
in  County  Down,  Ireland,  lie  died  in  Highland  county,  O.,  June  5, 
1842.  lie  was  a  weaver  by  trade.  He  was  live  feet  ten  inches  in 
lu  ight,  massive  frame,  finely  proportioned,  nearly  red  hair,  fair 
skin,  blue  eyes  with  heavy  brows,  bald  head.  lie  sailed  for  America 
on  “The  Three  Brothers”  the  first  vessel  to  leave  Newry  Ireland 
after  close  of  our  revolutionary  war;  was  three  months  on  voyage, 
landing  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  probably  in  January,  1783.  Saw  Gen. 
Geo.  Washington  soon  after  his  arrival  in  Philadelphia.  A  raw 
Irishman  in  a  new  country,  with  little  means,  war  just  closed, 
country  badly  torn  up,  he  had  to  strike  out  and  hustle  for  a  living, 
lie  boated  for  a  while,  went  into  Virginia  where  he  married  Mary 
Beattv,  about  the  vear  1700.  Settled  in  London  countv,  thence  to 
Frederic  countv;  from  there  in  1800  to  Favette  Countv,  Penn.,  from 
there  to  Highland  County,  O.,  Nov.  1816  or  17,  with  all  his  family 
except  one  daughter,  where  he  settled,  clearing  out  a  farm  and  liv¬ 
ing  on  it  to  near  close  of  life.  He  was  buried  in  Dunn’s  Chapel 
cemetery,  Fnion  township,  Highland  county,  Ohio,  lie  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  church  for  ten  or  fifteen  vears  before  his  death. 

Mary  Beatty,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Samuel  Beatty  and  Sarah 
(nee  Adams)  was  born  in  Burlington  Co.  Colony,  N.  J.,  in  1764 
and  died  in  Highland  county,  Ohio,  March  27,  1843.  Her  parents 
came  to  America  several  years  before  the  revolutionary  war.

Of  tlu1  descendants  of  Hugh  Murphy,  U.  S.  A.,  there  lias  been 
but  one  drunkard  developed,  and  two  eases  of  bastardy.
